frontier, almost due north of Warsaw 
and has a population-of about 10,000. 
Following the expulsion of the Russian 
army from East l^russia the Germans 
yesterday inaugurated an assault on the 
fortified* line in Northern Poland

Of these 
battles the most violent has been in 
progress at Pizasnysz.

ill view of the fact that there is now before the leg- 
islature a bill to oust Dr. J. N. Hiirty, secretary of the In- 
diana state board of health and make the position a pure- 
ly political one to be bandied about with every change in 
the state adniinistration, there will be unusual interest in 
the recent action by the Indianapolis Medical society. 
That organization has gone forinall^^ on record connnend- 
ing the work of Dr. Hurty and ^suggesting a celebration 
in honor of Dr. Hurty's nineteenth anniversary as a state 
officer, >vhich will occur on March 12. A committee has 
.^beeiriiamed to carry out the celebration idea. 


We fancy that even a casual survey of public health 
accomplishment in Indiana during the nineteen years it 
has been directed by Dr. Hm^ty, will not only occasion 
surprise at the work that has been done but will supply 
unanswerable argument in fa^ or of his retention in the 
place he has so long occupied. 
"During this period," 
says the resolution, "tliere have been placed on the 
statute books of Indiana a considerable iiumber of sani- 
tary laws, practically everyonci of wliicli lias been con- 
ceived and written by Di*. Hui'ty. These laws cover al- 
most every phase of progressivi^ sanitary science. Some 
Df them are unique and original. All of Ihem are of im- 
mense value to the citizens of state."

If these men are acting on their own 
responsibility it is up to the organiza- 
tions to which they belong to publicly 
disclaim all responsibility for their ac- 
tion«; but, if these men were sent by 
those bodies, as representatives of the 
moral sentiment emanating therefrom, 
it leaves but, one clear course to follow, 
which means that every person who be- 
lieves 
a Better Fort Wayne, a higher 
plane of morality, and a square deal for 
all, -will withhold every atom of moral 
or financial support till they shall un- 
derstand that if they wish to be con- 
sidered as leaders in the movement for 
a better city, they 
must 
reconstruct

Fort Wayne's better classes.

MARINE WARFARE 
AND FOOD THEMES 


German Statesmen Take Up 
Identical Notes at 
Conference. 


London, Feb. 25.~The proposals of 
Washinffton to Great Britain and Ger- 
many, which are in London assumed to 
embrace the abandonment of Germany's 
self-deoiared war zone and the adoption 
by the beilifcerents of some definite pol- 
icy rej^ardinK food stuffs for the civilian 
populations, have noticeably quickened 
the public interest both in this country 
and in Germany in this delicate diplo 
màtic situation. 


The British press in general is re 
strained in tone, but the averaj^e Eni; 
lishman plainly resents what he consid- 
ers a hint at an attempt to interfere 
with the absolute blockade of Germanr. 
should Great Britain care to enforce this 
with her sea power. In the meanwhile 
and itt spite of the sinkins of the four 
more British merchantmen, 
involving 
the loss of four lives, Great Britain still 
holds OÛ from declaring food destined 
to Germany to be contriaband. 


It is believed, if this step is taken, 
that it will 
be postponed until the 
American proposal has been discussed 
at lenfTth. Just what this proposal is 
the public both here and in Berlin Is 
unaware. Its only iniornation has been 
«leaned from the meaiP'e and auallfted 
diaptttehea from 
Waihlneton.

Statesmen Discuss It. 


Nothing has been made known up >o 
the present time of the conference o£ 
German statesmen last night to discuss 
the American identical iiotes on marine 
warfare and the feeding of civilian pop- 
ulations sent by the Únited States gov- 
ernment to both Great Britain and Ger- 
many. 
This conference was held in the 
residence of Dr. Bethman-Holweg, the 
imperial chancellor. 
Among the states- 
men present was Gottlieb von Jagow, 
the foreign minister. 


No further details have been given 
out in Berlin of the reported sinking of 
a British transport by a German sub- 
marine. It is being explained here that 
the under sea boat in question sent only 
a brief wireless announcement that the 
details of the occurrence probably were 
not known even to her crew because of 
the limited observation. 
Furthermore 
the submarine may have had no further 
opportunity to use its wireless apparat- 
us. 
The crew of the steamer Evelyn 
which went down as a result of strik- 
ing a mine apparently • have 
reached 
Bremerhaven,^the second boat having 
been picked up by a German steamer, 
l^either the American embassy or the 
Cferman admiralty has as yét received a 
detailed report concerning the loss of 
the American 
steamer 
Carib which 
struck a mine and sunk the afternoon 
<of February 22 off Helgohmd in the 
North sea. The cireumstances under 
which theaa, two sUpa were wrecked 
are being inreatigated thoroughly. The 
Atáerican consul at Bremerhayen is tak- 
ing the depoaition of the master of the 
Evelyn whoae atfttement will determine 
the reaponaiblUty for the Evelyn being 
off the conn« described as aafe by the 
German admirtHjr.

NO BARGAINING. THEY SAY. 


English Press in Firm Stand on Amer- 
ican Notes. 


London, Feb. 25.—"We are obliged to 
say at once that there can be no bar- 
gaining on this subject," says the "West- 
minster Gazette in referring to the 
American notes to Great Britain and 
Germany concerning the situation which 
has grown out of Germany's naval war 
zone decree. The editorial continues: 


"The pressure of our sea power is a 
perfectly legitimate operation of war. 
Germany had full warning from her 
own economists what must happen if 
she risked a prolonged war with a su- 
perior sea power. By making grain sup- 
plies public property, and still more by 
putting her population 'on rations, she 
entitles m to treat these stipplies as 
contraband of war. On her own princi- 
ple of limited consumption, the supplies 
of the civil population could not be in- 
creased in the manner suggested. The 
results simply would be to leave the 
government large supplies for military 
purposes. 


"Who can suppose that if the posi- 
tions were reversed and Germany were 
the superior sea power she would liatoi 
to auch a proposition if made by us? 
It may be a German necessity to win 
the war by starving her population, but 
it cannot be ineuw>ent oh ua to facili- 
tate her scheme of conquest by saving 
'her civilian population from llahilitiea 
which she deliberately incurred on their 
behalf."

Cincinnati, Feb. 25.—A national uni- 
versity in Washington was advocated 
here today by former President W. H. 
Taft, in an address before the depart- 
ment of superintendents of the National 
Education 
association. 
He 
said 
the 
cause of free public education was more 
sacred and of more fundamental im 
portance than any before the people 
and aroused more fervor. 
Because of 
this, he said, our school systems are not 
properly scrutinized and there is a great 
opportunity for fustian and shoddy ni 
the product. 


"What we need in this country," con- 
tinued Mr. Taft, "is an opportunity for 
standardization 
and 
comparison 
of 
school systems in the different states 
and different cities. 
This, I think, we 
might have by establishing what Wash- 
ington recommiln^d—a national uni- 
versity in Washington. 


"The bureau of education might well 
be enlarged into 
a 
university which 
would not be a teaching university, but 
one with a corps of experts who could 
offer to the people of all the states and 
the people of all local communities the 
opportunity of having their respecti^'e 
school systems examined and reported on 
as to proper scope, efficiency, thorouch- 
ness and economy. 
The same univers- 
ity should hold periodical examinations 
in convenient 
parts 
of 
the countr.v, 
which any person might, upon payment 
of a small fee, take, and if successful, 
receive a certificate equivalent to a de- 
gree in certain established courses. 


"All this would be voluntary, but if 
the system were impartial, thoroujih 
and wisely severe, as it should be, the 
value of the reoorts and the value of 
the certificates 
would 
become 
great. 
They would assure the people of a com- 
munity that they were getting their 
money's worth from a school system of- 
ficially approved by such a university 
and by assuring them that the gradu- 
ates of their school could obtain a de- 
gree from such examinations. Thus we 
should soon have a standardization of 
our school system of the highest value. 


"I tried ^to secure larger appropria- 
tions 
in 
my 
administration for the 
bureau of education with a view of be- 
ginning the system in a small way, but 
was unsuccessful."

"With Russia's desire for access to 
the sea England is in entire accord, 
the foreign secretary said in response to 
a question from Frederick W. Jowett 
whether England knew of and approved 
the statement of the Russian foreign 
minister, Î^L Sazanoff, In the duma, that 
"Russia intended permanently to occupy 
Constantinople." 


The foreign secretary responded that 
he was imaware that M. Sazanoff had 
made any such statement, but, he added, 
"the statement I have seen was that M. 
Sazanoff had said that the events in the 
Russo-Turkish 
frontier 
would 
bring 
Russia nearer realization of the politico- 
economic problem bound up with Rus 
sia's access to the sea. 


"With these aspirations," he contin- 
ued, "England is in sympathy. 
AVhat 
form their realization will take will no 
doubt be settled in the terms of peace." 


The announcement of Sir Edward 
Grey marks one of the important devel- 
opments in the European political situa- 
tion since the beginning of the war. 
Russia's desire for a war water port and 
an unrestricted outlet from the Black 
sea has long been one of her most cher- 
ished national^pirations. Speaking in 
the duma on February 9, Premier Gor- 
emykin said: 
"Turkey 
has marched 
with our enemy, but her resistance al- 
ready has been shattered by our glori- 
ous Caticasian troops, and the radiant 
future of the Russians on the Black sea 
is beginning to dawn near the walls of 
Constantinople." 


The attitude of Great Britain in the 
event that the fortunes of war should 
favor Russia in the struggle with Tur- 
key has been an open question.

The house Avas to 


A v r e s t l e 
Avith the question of a 
Avork- 
men's compensation laAV for 
Indiana. 
Avhile the senate Avas to make disposi- 
tion of the Van Nuys Avorking hours for 
Avomen bill, and the Eisner registration 
changes. 


The compensation measures Avas in- 
troduced by Representative Sare after a 
compromise bill had been prepared by a 
joint sub-committee 
fioni the several 
bills of divergent opinions that Averc in- 
troduced early in the session. The man- 
ufacturers had asked that compensation 
be awarded on the basis of 50 per cent 
of the Aveekly Avage, A\'hilo the bill pre- 
pared by labor leaders provided that 
60 2-3 per cent be the minimum. 


The Sare tVan Nuys bill fixes 65 per 
cent as a compromiso minimum. 
The 
state insurance feature that Avas asked 
for by labor leaders has been left out 
of the Sare bill and employers Avill be 
permitted to carry their insurance in 
any liability or mutual association com- 
pany they see fit. Five thousand dollars 
is named as the total relief a Avorkman 
might receiA^e when disabled by accident 
and the benefits aAvarded in case 
of 
death by accident is limited to $3,500. 


The bill prepared by Mrs. 
Rhomig 
Miller, of South Bend, providing shorter 
hours for AA'orkingAvomen has been prac- 
tically agreed to as a democratic caucus 
measure and it is said will bo passed 
with little difficulty. The bill provides 
that nine hours a day and 
fifty-four 
hours a Aveek shall be the maximum 
number of hours any Avoman or child 
may be employed. An attempt, it is un- 
derstood, Avill be made to amend the bill 


so as to alloAV Avomen to Avork ten hours 
a day so long as the total number of 
hours a Aveek shall not exceed fifty-four. 


The Eisner bill, it is predicted 
by 
many, Avill be amended so as to make 
ro-registration unnecessary in any po- 
litical division j except in t h e case of re- 
moval of a voter into a ncAv precinct.

Russ and Teuton Armies 
Persecute Them. 


New York, Feb. 24,—^Rapine and miir- 
der, or rapine and exile, tlus is the story 
that is told almost daily in letters re- 
ceived by the Rnsslan Jews in New 
York from their unfOrtimate relatives 
in war-torn Poland. 


So persistent have been the accoTints 
of these outrages inflicted by Russians 
and Giennans alike upon Innocent^ Jews 
that the American War Relief commis- 
sion has been planning to gend an Amer- 
ican investigator to Poland to report on 
the tragedies.

Yiddish by the Jewish papers of New 
York, but most of which have not been 
translated into English. 


It was received by S. Rothenberg, 6 
St. Mark's place. It bore the official seal 
of the Russian censor, showing it had 
been read and its contents passed: 


"Dear Brother—On Wednesday, the 
27th, Yushke of Ruzhan came to our 
house and asked our father to go with 
him t o Prashnitz on business. 
On the 
way home he met Isaac Mordecai's son, 
Yankel. 


"Four versts from Alakov two Cos- 
sacks pulled them off the highway into 
the wood. They first shot Yankel. Our 
dear father folded his 
hands on his 
breast and awaited his death. 
He cer- 
tainly must have thoi^ht of. you, tooj 
in that terrible 
moment. 
They' shot 
him and, as he was still breathing, they 
mutilated him so that he could hardly 
be recognized. 
The murderers robbed 
our father of 400 roubles." 


The following extracts from another 
letter, writ.ten to A. Perlow, 47 East 
Third street, New York, by a relative 
Lomza, indicate the nature of the perse- 
cutions charged in hundreds of similar 
epistles: 


"Last Saturday five innocent 
Jews 
were arrested here and everybody is 
alarmed for their fate. The situation of 
the Jews is terrible. 
We are hounded 
at every step. Men who have never had 
anything to do with political agitation 
are arrested for high treason. 


"The anti-Semitic Poles, who joined 
the army as non-commissioned officers, 
have poisoned'the minds of the soldiers 
and taught them to hate Jews. We 
sufTer enough from the war and its rav- 
ages, but the persecutions are worse to 
endure. 
Several Jews in near-by vil- 
lages have lost their lives." 


"While the Russian 
and German 
armies f^e flying at each other's throats 
and incidentally 
making of Russian 
Poland a scene of desolation far worse 
even than Belgium, Polish Jewry is be- 
ing crucified. 
There are more Jews in 
war-stricken Poland than anywhere else 
in the world and their condition is to- 
day worse than at any time in their his- 
tory." 


That is the way Herman Bernstein, 
author, interviewer of Count Wîtte and 
other big Russians and editor of "The 
Day," the newest of New York'» Jewish 
daUies, summed up one of the side is- 
sues of the world war. 


"The condition of tih.e Jewg in Poland 
has never'been enviable," said he. 
"But 
now things have gone from mighty bad 


to still worse. 
The Christian Poles, to 
use an American slang term, are play- 
ing both ends against the middle. "When 
the Russian soldiers take a Polish town 
that has been held by the Germans the 
Poles tell the officers that, the Jews arc 
spies for tho Germans. 


"Later when the Germans take the 
town the Poles force the Jews to serve 
on committees to welcome the army. 
That means the Jews have , to supply 
provisions and the Poles escape the Ger- 
man requisitions. 
They : are also rather 
free about telling the German^ that the 
Jews have been spies for the Russians. 


"In both cases the Jews suffer, and in 
many 
cases are sh6t 
and hanged as 
spies, especially by the Russians. 


"Personally I believe the horrible con- 
dition of affairs in Poland is just as 
represented. 
As editor of a daily paper 
printed i nYiddish I am flooded with 
letters that American Jews 
have re- 
ceived from their relatives in Poland. 
People do not write to their sons and 
brothers and cousins about relatives be- 
ing hanged, or shot, or maltreated, or 
exiled simply to create a sentiment in 
this countiy., 


"When such 
harrowing 
details are 
sent to this country It is because the 
suffering simrivors want their kinsmen 
in this happier land to know just what 
is going on in Poland. 
And when such 
letters bear the official seal of the Rus- 
sian censor it is safe to wa^er that 
there is not one untruth nor one exag- 
geration in the missive."
